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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


There were changes in Newbury since our last Town Meeting. Town offices are now 
located in the old Newbury School. Selectmen and Administrative Assistant each have 
their own office space now, with adequate room for meetings and discussions. Plan- 
ning, Zoning, Building Inspector and the Conservation Commission all share another 
office. Parking and entrances for all of the offices are in the rear of the building. There 
is also a handicap entrance in this location. 

The Selectmen have given the Newbury Historical Society the use of our old Select- 
men’s Office. The Historical Society now has a place to hold meetings and to preserve 
historical materials. By collecting letters, pictures, remembrances and other historical 
information, they will be carrying on the writing of the history of the town, picking up 
the work Ernest Sherman was in the process of doing at the time of his passing away. 

As was decided at last year’s School Board Meeting, a Budget Review Committee was 
formed. Each town appointed a member and an alternate. Some feel there was little 
gained, but at least it’s a start. New London and Newbury are still involved in legal ac- 
tion with the towns of Bradford and Warner on the percentage of payment. 

The Town Dock in Blodgett Landing is in the process of being rebuilt and should be 
finished by Town Meeting. The sum of $45,000.00 was appropriated at last year’s 
meeting. Five bid packages were picked up and the successful bidder was Central Lakes 
Dock Company for less than the appropriated amount. 

A public discussion by the town boards was held in August. Concerns of summer and 
full time residents were discussed, including moorings, access to the lake, being in- 
formed of happenings in town and what to do about the ducks. 

Cable TV is now hooked up in 125 homes and passes’by 217 houses. The Selectmen 
have written to Public Service and New England Telephone asking them to expedite 
their paper work to allow the cable company to have the use of their poles to run wire. 
Phase I is done and Phase 2 is in progress. By March 1990 the town should be complete- 
ly wired. 

Over $5,000.00 in fines have been levied in the past year by the Selectmen. Most of 
the fines resulted from violations in the 20 foot buffer zone of the Shoreland District, 
which must stay in its natural state. Property owners should consult the regulations 
when doing any building or clearing of land, especially along the lake fronts. 

Many private roads have been maintained during the summers and also plowed in the 
winters. Due to the additional town roads, this practice will not continue after this year. 

In the near future, we will be asking for additional volunteers to serve on some of our 
local boards and committees. Please don’t sit back and ask ‘*‘Why don’t you? Why 
wasn’t this done? or Why didn’t you?’’ Complaining is the easy way out. Why not get in 
touch with us and volunteer for some of these jobs. That’s what living in a small town 
like ours is all about. 

Special thanks to Joe Cardillo who has served the Town of Newbury for the past six 
years. Joe has decided not to run for re-election to the Board of Selectmen.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


The town of Newbury had only one woods fire this year. This fire was caused by 
careless disposal of charcoal. The area burned was approximately 50’x100’. The fire, 
although very small, still threatened the neighbors garage. The cost of the suppression 
for this fire was paid entirely by the property owner. 

At the March 1989 Town Meeting you will be asked to adopt an ordinance making it 
mandatory to obtain a burning permit through-out the year before kindling any out- 
door fire. This is the only positive way of alerting local authorities to who is burning 
what, where and when. 

Outdoor burning permits may be obtained by contacting the Fire Warden or the Ad- 
ministrative Assistant, Carole Hockmeyer, at the Town Hall. (See back cover of report 
for telephone numbers.) 

Between July 1987 and June 1988, NH experienced more fires than normal. The three 
leading causes of forest fires were again children, fires kindled without written permis- 
sion of a Forest Fire Warden and debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only 
with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. Contact 
your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State Forestry 
officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, your assistance is 
needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may be 
violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord Forest Protection Headquarters at 
(603) 271-2217, or local Forest Ranger. 

On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices Law (RSA 224:54) 
went into effect. This law, in summary, states that a person is guilty of a misdemeanor 
if, in the course of buying or selling a forest product, uses a false weight or measure for 
falsely determining any quality or quantity of a forest product. For more information, 
contact one of the persons mentioned above.

REPORT FROM THE OFFICE OF EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


During this past year members of the Newbury Police and/or Fire Departments were 
trained in the Fundamentals Course for Radiological Monitors. This Federal Emergen- 
cy Management Agency course addressed Radiological Hazards, Instruments, Prin- 
ciples of Protection Monitoring Techniques and Peacetime Incidents. 

Having taken and passed this course, the Town OEM was given four (4) sets of 
monitoring equipment by the State Office of Emergency Management. 

With the amount of trucking that passes thru town, one never knows when an acci- 
dent may involve radioactive material. 

Future training now in the planning involves Hazardous Materials and Forest Fires.

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FROM THE PLANNING BOARD 


The work of the Newbury Planning Board continues to change, as the nature of 
Newbury and the world beyond exert increasing pressures. Each time we give a sigh of 
relief at finally unravelling the complexity of a particular issue, we find that the next one 
is different, demands new insights and skills and connections. Always we feel the 
responsibility we have as caretakers of lands that will be forever marked by what we 
determine to allow or reject. 

In 1988 the Planning Board hearing process has redefined itself. We used to simply 
hold a preliminary hearing to answer questions and to indentify concerns the Board 
might have about a plan. Then we’d hold a final hearing, listening to abuttors, clarify- 
ing conditions, and making a decision. This year we had 11 preliminary and 14 final 
hearings. However, most of our time was spent in continuing hearings, on informa- 
tional presentations, on updates, clarifications, and enforcement discussions. We con- 
tinued to struggle with road grades, letters of credit, funneling, erosion control, and the 
overall question of how to revise the regulations. 

Newbury’s Planning Board maintains an open door to discussion during all phases of 
the planning process and with all who may be affected or are interested. We continue to 
try to balance the rights of the property owners with the responsibility we hold in trust 
from the people of Newbury to maintain rural atmosphere. Like all balancing this pro- 
duces successes such as compromises on numbers of lots in order to consider land condi- 
tions such as wetlands and steep slopes. It also produces ongoing problems; at times we 
find ourselves talking to lawyers instead of the applicants when we reject what is pro- 
posed. 

Development pressures on the town of Newbury will continue. Population has in- 
creased 17% to 1,163 since 1980; by 2010 projected population is 3,565. At present few 
new developments are being proposed to the Planning Board, but several owners of 
large acreage are in discussion with buyers who propose development. Application fees 
have recently been instituted. In addition to administrative costs, subdivisions over 
three lots or units will pay $100 per application and $100 per unit or lot. For subdivi- 
sions of three lots or units or less the fee will be $10 per application and $10 per unit or 
lot. 

To meet future demands the Planning Board needs to seek expertise in such areas as 
road design, slope and wetland impact, aquifer protection, best use of common land, 
shoreland protection, and so forth. Regulations need to be revised with a balance bet- 
ween clarity for the general public and specificity for developers seeking guidelines. The 
key question for us became, ‘‘Do we need a professional planner?’’ Our answer is yes. 
For one year we are requesting a planner for one day a week, a planner coordinated 
through Upper Valley with Sunapee and New London, a planner who would work also 
with the Zoning Board of Adjustment and the Conservation Commission. At the end of 
one year we will look again to see where we have come and to assess, again our changing 
needs. 

As our work changes and grows, we are sustained by all who give energy and thought 
and time and ‘comments; by close work with the other Boards in the town; by the 
generous lending of the library as our meeting space; by input ranging from experts to 
individuals with questions and concerns. We encourage continuing involvement with 
the work of the Planning Board, for we are, most of all, representatives of you.

To help cover the cost of secretarial services, registered mail, and advertisement of 
notices, the Zoning Board has enacted a $50.00 filing fee. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone associated with the Zoning 
Board for their efforts this last year.

SCHOOL REPORT 


The Kearsarge Regional School District Annual Meeting is scheduled for March 25, 
1989. This years meeting will once again deal with several issues that were not resolved 
at last years district meeting. In addition to the budget itself, topics on the apportion~ 
ment formula, dividing the district up, and establishing a permanent Budget Review 
Committee, are sure to be discussed. 

At the time this is being written, the Kearsarge Regional School Board is still working 
with the Budget Review Committee on next years budget. The Board is attempting to 
develop a budget as close to last years as possible. To accomplish this, many new pro- 
grams, such as kindergarten, have been rejected, and existing programs, such as 
Reading, Gifted & Talented, and Athletics, are being reviewed. Staffing and course of- 
ferings at the high school may also face cutback recommendations from the Board or 
budget review committee. 

Development of a budget has taken more time this year than usual. In addition to the 
Budget Review Committee, many budget meetings have been attended by parents and 
concerned residents of the district. More questions and discussions are taking place, and 
this may reduce some of the questions asked at the district meeting. It is also hoped that 
when hearings of the final budget take place, that these hearings will also be well attend- 
ed by the districts’ residents.

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LAKE SUNAPEE HOME HEALTH CARE, INC. TOWN REPORT

Lake Sunapee Home Health Care, Inc. (LSHHC), a non-profit, Medicare-certified, 
state-licensed home health provider serving 17 towns in Merrimack and Sullivan coun- 
ties, completed its first full year as a merged agency. In 1988 our nursing, aide and 
therapy staff traveled over 90,000 miles to make almost 10,000 home visits throughout 
the 1600 square mile area we serve. 

In addition to in-home visits, LSHHC enhanced our support for family care at home 
through the development of respite care and private duty RN services. Homemaker/ 
Home Health Aide Training, Red Cross Training and CPR were offered to staff 
through the support of town funds and business contributions. The Parent Child Pro- 
gram continued operating in New London and began in Newport using monies from the 
church communities.

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NEWBURY HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
Activities 1988 


This year proved eventful for the Society in many ways. As of February, we had 137 
members and $102.88 in the treasury. 

We began the year with 1000 reprinted postcards which feature turn-of-the-century 
scenes from all around town. Nearly half of the stock has been sold to date. Each ten- 
card set sells for $2.50 and may be purchased during the town meeting or through 
various local merchants. 

Throughout the year, monthly workshops were held at the Town Library and Safety 
Services building. During these gatherings, participants began compiling histories of 
those buildings in town which predate 1858 and also shared interesting items of 
Newbury memorabilia. 

During the annual general membership meeting three directors were elected for three 
year terms: Barbara Fucarile, Diane Munroe, and Michael Munroe (Vice President). 
Thomas Biuso, Martha Blake, Brenda Digilio (Treasurer), Tracy Messer (President), 
Alice Lynn (Secretary) and Dick Wright continue to serve their directorships. A slide 
show followed the election which featured nearly 200 views of Newbury past and pre- 
sent. Many thanks to Brenda Digilio for her diligence in copying the photographs and to 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Perkins for their use of additional slides. 

Sadly, we acknowledge the death this year of a dear friend of the Society, Ruth 
Moore, and of two valued members, Rolland Hall and Ernest Sherman. Mrs. Moore 
will be remembered for her 1955 publication Newbury, Past and Present, which was 
printed in conjunction with the Sunapee Lake Grange. Mr. Hall is credited for initiating 
the replacement and rededication of the WWI/WWII memorial plaque last year. We 
trust he would have been pleased to learn that this year the Society made arrangements 
to display photographs in the Brook-Keefe Memorial Veteran’s Hall of the two 
Newbury. soldiers who lost their lives during WWII. Mr. Sherman especially will be 
missed given his service as an Incorporator and former President of the Society, as well 
as his life-long interest in the history of Newbury. We are indeed grateful to both he and 
his family in that his vast collection of notes and files will be preserved for future 
generations of Newbury residents. 

Our most significant accomplishment this year has been the satisfaction of our urgent 
need for a regular meeting place. We wish to thank the town selectmen for recently 
granting us the full use of their building space in the village once the town offices are 
relocated to the old Center Schoolhouse. In exchange for assuming the routine costs for 
telephone service and electricity, the Society has gained access to a unique facility which 
will allow the storage of valuable historic artifacts and documents. Upon occupancy we 
will post the hours of operation during which time members and the-general public are 
invited to pursue their historical research interests. 

In addition to settling into our new home, other activities planned for 1989 include: 
applying for IRS 501(c)(3) tax exempt status, computerizing historical records and col- 
lections, gathering oral history, and continuing our efforts to compile a town history. 
We also plan to work with the ‘‘Friends of John Hay,’’ an organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the former residence of Newbury’s most prominent citizen, Secretary of 
State John Milton Hay.

48 people called the police to report stray dogs. We impounded 7 dogs and wrote 18 
violation notices to dog owners. 

We were busier in almost all areas in 1988 as compared to the previous year. Although 
our accidents are up 24%, no one died in a Newbury traffic accident in 1988. 

We wrote 265 summonses to motorists for moving violations, an increase of about 
60% over 1987. 

We now have S50 premises protected by burglar alarms. The incidents of activated 
burglar alarms has increased 50% over 1987 but our burglaries and theft rates have 
decreased. 

Comparing our court activity and our calls for service, our workload has increased 
27% over that of 1987. 

Trivia: On a hot afternoon in August, Newbury Police responded to the Newbury 
Harbor parking lot after receiving a report of a squirrel trapped in a trash can. Police 
overturned the can, allowing the animal to escape. 

A temporary resident in S. Newbury during April called us to report that an acquain- 
tance had stolen a keg of beer valued at $45. As police interviewed this victim it became 
apparent that the victim’s girlfriend was also missing. The caller wasn’t too concerned 
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about the girlfriend but was very upset about his missing beer. We settled this one 
without a trip to the courtroom. 

A lady’s purse was deposited in the mail box in front of the Mt. Sunapee Post Office. 
The owner lived in S. Carolina and had last seen it at a MacDonald’s Restaurant in 
Richmond, Virginia. 

Not-So-Trivial: A .45 caliber handgun stolen in February in S. Newbury was 
recovered in Rhode Island when police there arrested a hold-up suspect. 

Staff members at New London Hospital discovered a loaded handgun in a shoulder 
holster being worn by a patient brought in by ambulance from a motorcycle accident in 
S. Newbury during motorcycle weekend. On his release he was charged by our depart- 
ment with carrying a loaded, concealed handgun. 

Two search warrants were executed in Newbury during 1988. The first one was 
fruitless and no one was prosecuted. The second one was in December and resulted in 
the recovery of stolen tool boxes, CB radios, a portable police scanner (tuned to the 
New London-Newbury police frequency), several video cassettes, a tape recorder, some 
drugs and a stolen .25 caliber handgun. 

A suspect in an $8000. theft in May from a personal safe in Newbury was arrested in 
Georgia, held in the Fulton County jail in Atlanta and returned to New Hampshire by 
Merrimack County Sheriff’s Deputies. At this writing he sits in the Merrimack County 
Jail awaiting trial. 

The budget as presented will provide for about 12-16 hours of patrol daily with the re- 
maining hours covered by an on-call officer. These hours will vary from season to 
season and with the demand for service. There will still be times when no Newbury of- 
ficer is available and we depend on the State Police for emergencies during these 
periods. 

Our staff consists of the Chief, one full time officer and three part time officers.

TOWN WELFARE REPORT 


Nineteen eighty-eight was an ‘‘average’’ year for the Welfare Department assisting 
approximately 5 clients. There were several other calls for assistance and/or informa- 
tion from clients who were directed/referred to other agencies. 

The greatest expense for Newbury, and for most towns and cities in New Hampshire, 
continues to be housing costs. Affordable housing continues to be a major crisis 
statewide. The State assistance allowance for housing is less than half the actual housing 
cost. 

I have continued to be active in the Municipal Association of Local Welfare Direc- 
tors. The monthly meetings are informative and prove very beneficial in keeping up to 
date on changes in laws and programs, and on what assistance responsibilities the Town 
does and does not have.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


The Conservation Commission was reformed in May of 1988 after many years of dor- 
mancy. Under RSA 36-A, a conservation commission may be established ‘‘for the pro- 
per utilization and protection of the natural resources and for the protection of water- 
shed resources of the town.’’ Also the conservation commission is the only municipal 
body with authority to request time to investigate an application filed with the New 
Hampshire Wetlands Board for a dredge and fill permit or dock. 

Four subcommittees of the Commission have been formed: mapping and resource in- 
ventory, lakes and docks, education and publicity, and land acquisition and investment. 

The mapping subcommittee has completed a set of maps of the Town designating 
wetland areas, aquifers, areas with steep slopes, ecologically important areas such as 
deer yards and places with endangered plants, and publically owned lands. These maps 
will assist in planning an effective conservation program and are available to other 
Town boards. 

The subcommittee on Lakes and Docks reviewed many permit applications to the 
Wetlands Board resulting in six recommendations for change or disapproval. A number 
of complaints involving stream pollution, soil erosion, unauthorized filling, or altera- 
tion of the ‘‘buffer zone’’ in the Shoreland District were also investigated. Some of 
these complaints resulted in substantial fines. The Conservation Commission urges 
citizens to obtain proper approvals and to consider environmental impact when making 
changes on their property. 

The subcommittee on land acquisition and investment has begun activities to en- 
courage Town owned conservation land or easements. This can best be accomplished by 
participating in the State Local Initiative Program of the N.H. Land Trust, by en- 
couraging the gift of conservation land and easements, and by establishing a long term 
investment fund. Appropriate warrant articles have been introduced for these purposes. 

As the pace of development in the Town of Newbury continues to accelerate, more 
attention must be given to preserving the lakes and the land which provides the Town’s 
character and value. Conservation programs cannot be successful without the support 
and participation of the townspeople. Citizens are encouraged to join our subcommit- 
tees and to attend our meetings.

Mrs. Iacopino asked if there 
were alot of money already in this account and if so are we in the market for new equip- 
ment. The road agent was not available for comment. Mr. Cardillo was not sure what 
equipment purchases were scheduled. He urged putting the money in the Reserve Fund 
sO we wouldn’t be lacking when new equipment was needed. Article 8 was passed by a 
voice vote.

$4,000.00 for the town office equipment capital reserve fund. Motion was made and 
seconded to adopt Article 10 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Wright stated that this 
fund doesn’t seem to be very active and wanted to know if the long range planning was 
for a computer system. Mr. Cardillo said that is basically what the funds were for. Arti- 
cle 10 was passed by a voice vote.

$6,500.00 for the dock maintenance trust fund. Motion was made and seconded to 
adopt Article 11 as read. Mr. Potter wanted to know what this fund was for. Mr. Car- 
dillo explained that this is for the maintenance of the docks. We bought a bubbler 
system to keep the ice from damaging the dock in Newbury. Article 11 was passed by a 
voice vote.

$145,000.00 for the purchase of a 1988 one thousand gaJlon pumper and authorize the 
amount of $80,000.00 to be withdrawn from the fire department equipment capital 
reserve fund. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 15 as read. Discussion 
followed for the next hour. Mr. Parker spoke against spending money we do not have 
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to. He explained how the thirteen (13) town mutual aid system had in excess of 30 pieces 
of equipment and was but a phone call away. He said how this was set up to avoid buy- 
ing a lot of equipment. He said a person could make a telephone call to a truck 
manufacturer and come up with a 1,000 gallon pumper, front or side loading, GMC or 
Ford, diesel or gasoline for less than $145,000.00 in fact a heck of a lot less and he 
couldn’t see spending $145,000.00 for a truck. Mr. Parker made a motion to refer Arti- 
cle 15 to acommittee of five (5) to be appointed by the Selectmen. Motion was seconded 
by Mr. Leach. Mr. Wolf spoke on the Fire Department’s long range program of equip- 
ment replacement. He explained how inflation got ahead of the department and we did 
not have the money in the capital reserve. Mr. Wolf also stated that the new truck would 
need $14,000.00 worth of equipment which is included in the $145,000.00 thereby bring- 
ing down the price of the actual truck. He said we could get a truck cheaper, but would 
it serve the town’s needs for the next 30 years as this one will. Mr. Hague said he had 
made phone calls and found out through Northeast Technology that a fire truck could 
be purchased for $80,000.00. He also wanted to know if this truck was going to be kept 
at Blodgett’s and if so what would need to be done to the Blodgett Fire Station. He 
wondered if the Fire Department would be back next year to build a new station to 
house this truck. Chief Thomas explained that it is an officer’s decision as to where the 
equipment would be placed. Right now the Department is thinking of placing the new 
truck at the main station. The 1964 International which has been recently overhauled 
would be placed in the Blodgett Station. Last year money was appropriated for the 
modifying of the Blodgett station. This should be done this year. Mr. Hague thought 
the expenditure should be deferred because of the amount of the issue. He felt a special 
town meeting could be held later this year to act on the recommendations of the com- 
mittee. Mr. Potter spoke on the laws regarding the equipment that has to be on each 
truck and when the equipment is obsolete. He felt that volunteer fire departments did a 
good job and that Article 15 should be passed. Mr. Webster felt the firemen should han- 
dle this matter as they are the professional. Mrs. Iacopino addressed the telephone call- 
ing and quoting fire trucks. She wanted to know how many had called a car dealer and 
been quoted a price and when you got to the dealership, the price had been doubled. 
She felt the firemen were on our side and we should vote this Article through. Mr. 
Parker spoke again and said he was opposed to buying this truck with little knowledge 
and no paper work to support the need. He felt the difference it might cost by waiting 
one year would be made up by the interest gained on the Reserve account. Mr. Digilio 
wanted to know if we would need to buy a truck in five (5) years. Chief Thomas said it 
would be 10 years and the cost will be in excess of $250,000.00. Last year Mr. Thomas 
amended the Article for the Reserve account to $10,000.00 and stated that the new truck 
would be in excess of $100,000.00. He said that he wished when this statement was made 
las. year people had recommended a committee and not have waited until a group of 
firemen spent from July on researching this project. He said we would have public hear- 
ings if that was recommended. 

Mr. Thomas Sr. stated he would question the expertise of any committee which was 
not comprised of members of the fire department. Mr. Wright stated in summary that 
we were suffering from sticker shock. That the firemen were the professionals and the 
ones who would know our needs. He felt the only thing we would be doing is increasing 
the cost of the equipment. What we need to do is put more money in our Reserve ac- 
count to avoid arguments such as these. It was asked about bonding it. Mr. Wolf 
answered by saying it was the decision of the committee and the selectmen not to bond 
and pay additional interest costs. Mr. Matte asked that the question by moved. The mo- 
tion was defeated by a voice vote. Article 15 was read again and discussion followed. 
Mr. Miller questioned the wording of the Article. Mr. Cardillo assured him it was done 
correctly according to the DRA. Article 15 was passed by a voice vote. 
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Article 7 was deferred to after Article 15. ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 for the fire department equipment capital 
reserve fund. Chief Thomas wanted to table the Article indefinately. He felt if we came 
up with a formula next year, which might be in the vicinity of $25,000.00 a year for the 
next nine years, we would make up the difference lost this year. A motion was made and 
seconded to postpone Article 7 indefinately. Motion was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$10,000.00 for the purpose of conducting engineering studies and preparation of a 
closure plan for the town’s disposal site. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Arti- 
cle 16 as read. Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 16 to read: To see if the 
town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000.00 for the purpose of con- 
ducting engineering studies and preparation of a closure plan for the town’s disposal 
site. Discussion followed. It was asked what our liabilities were since we only rent the 
facilities. The selectmen said that this was being referred to Town Counsel. Mr. Wolf 
asked that the amended Article be defeated until liabilities were established. Selectman 
Wheeler urged passage of the amendment in order te comply with deadlines set by the 
State of New Hampshire. Selectmen Wheeler explained what the study would encom- 
pass. Selectmen Wheeler also said that when the study was finished than Town Counsel 
could advise us on the liabilities of the town and owner of the property. The motion to 
amend Article 16 as read was passed by a voice vote. Discussion followed. Mr. Wolfe 
asked that before any engineering contract is signed that full discussion be conducted 
with Town Counsel to see whether we have any responsibilities or a shared responsibility 
with other parties. Article 16 as amended passed on a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$30,000.00 to convert the Newbury School into town offices and authorize the amount 
of $10,000.00 to be withdrawn from the town building maintenance trust fund. Motion 
was made and seconded to adopt Article 17 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Hague 
asked if we owned the property. Selectmen Wheeler explained that this Article was in 
anticipation of the school district returning the property to us. Discussion followed if 
we did not get the building would we still raise the money? It was determined that we 
would but that the funds would not be spent if the building was not returned. The funds 
would than remain in the general fund and be applied to next years budget. Article 17 
was passed by a voice vote. 


A request for a break was granted. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$45,000.00 to rebuild the Blodgett Dock and authorize the amount of $13,000.00 to be 
withdrawn from the dock maintenance trust fund. Motion was made and seconded to 
adopt Article 18 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Digilio asked why it was going to 
cost $45,000.00 for this dock when it was smaller than Newbury’s and that dock cost 
$35,000.00. Selectmen Albro explained that a contractor had come out and given the 
town a rough estimate so as to be able to bring a figure before the meeting. He explained 
that one of the cribs had large boulders and would need a backhoe to take them out 
with. The crib would then have to be rebuilt from the shore out. He said the estimate 
might be a little high but not much. Brenda Digilio wondered if they could do something 
with the rocks out front. Selectman Albro said they might be able to do it and that it 
could be mentioned to the contractor. Mr. Putnam spoke in favor of rebuilding the 
docks. Article 18 was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 19. ‘‘Shall we adopt the provision of RSA 72:1-C which authorizes any 
town or city to elect not to assess, levy and collect a resident tax: passage of this Article 
shall apply on April 1, 1988 (by petition).’” Motion was made and seconded to adopt 
Article 19 as read. Mrs. Sandeen asked what the los of our revenue would be if we voted 
this out. Selectman Cardillo stated that $6,800.00 was the revenue from last year. Select- 
man Cardillo stated that we have a few sources of collecting revenue and we should keep 
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the Resident Tax. He felt it was a way of collecting from people who were not taxpayers 
such as renters, etc. It is an extra $6,800.00 or $7,000.00 to pay for some of the things 
you are voting for today. Linda Messenger, Tax Collector, explained there are ad- 
ministrative costs that reduce the amount of the revenue gained. Mr. Iacopino said that 
he felt it was an antiquated tax and offensive. The revenue would not be lost but would 
be collected somewhere else. Mr. Digilio spoke in favor of doing away with the tax and 
spreading it out among everyone. Article 19 was passed by a voice vote. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will ‘‘Authorize the Board of Selectmen to apply 
for, accept and expend, without further action by the town meeting, money from the 
State, Federal or other governmental unit or a private source which becomes available 
during the fiscal year. (RSA 31:95-8) Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 
20 as read. Mr. Potter asked why this Article was in here. Selectman Wheeler said the 
reason being we can not accept monies from other sources such as revenue sharing for 
the Highway, without this Article. Mr. Iacopino said that he felt this was another one of 
those antiquated state laws that needed to be done away with. Article 20 was passed by a 
voice vote. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will vote to re-activate the Conservation Commis- 
sion which was established in 1969. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 21 
as read. Motion was made and seconded to amend Article 21 to read as follows: To see 
if the town will vote to re-activate the Conservation Commission which was established 
in 1969 and to increase its membership from three (3) to five (5) members. Motion to 
amend was passed by a voice vote. Selectman Albro said that they felt that five members 
were needed to do the job. Mrs. Iacopino asked if compensation was made to these 
members. The selectmen said there was no compensation. It was asked if the commis- 
sion had any independent authority derived from the state statues or is it just powers 
that they derive from the selectmen. Linda Messenger, Town Clerk, stated that the com- 
mission has the right to check and enforce the Dredge and Fill application. Nancy 
Marashio said the Land Trust that is being set up by the state will work in a town only if 
there is a Conservation Commission. If someone wants to donate land to the Land 
Trust they have to go through the Conservation Commission. Article 21 as amended 
was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 22. ‘‘To see if the town will vote to eliminate the use of the annual inven- 
tory of taxable property (RSA 74) form.’’ Passage of this Article shall be applied on 
March 9, 1988 (by petition). Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 22 as 
read. Article 22 was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 23. ‘‘Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for a real estate tax 
lien procedure? These statutes provide that tax sales to private individuals for non- 
payment of property taxes on real estate are replaced with a real estate tax lien pro- 
cedure under which only a municipality or county where the property is located or the 
State may acquire a tax lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes.’’ Passage of 
this Article shall apply at the March 9, 1988 Town Meeting (by petition). Motion was 
made and seconded to adopt Article 23 as read. Mr. Digilio asked that the article be ex- 
plained. Linda Messenger explained the difference between the existing tax sale pro- 
cedure and the new lien procedure. She said the biggest difference is that the outside 
buyers can charge any and all cost incurred with the researching at the registry and noti- 
fying of mortgagee. The new procedures has set fees to be charged. This new procedure 
protects the property owner. Also the town would gain the revenue if the property 
owner did not redeem his property. Paper ballot was done.

ARTICLE 24. To see if the town will vote to accept 3400 feet of existing road in 
Mountainside at Newbury subdivision, subject to approval of the Road Agent and the 
Board of Selectmen. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 24 as read. Mr. 
Digilio asked where this road is located. Selectman Albro explained that it was Rick 
Messer and Bob Hambrecht’s property. That it was located off South Road. Mrs. San- 
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deen asked about the previous ruling of only accepting so many miles of road a year. 
She wanted to know how this affects that. The selectmen said it was approximately a 
mile a year and we were under that. James Lord wanted to know how this would affect 
the highway department. He said we keep adding roads but we were not adding people 
to maintain them. He wanted to know if we have to accept the roads. Selectman Car- 
dillo said that if we keep adding roads we will have to increase the number of men to 
maintain them. He said that decision would have to be made in the same way as whether 
to accept the roads or not. That is between the Selectmen and the Road Agent. The 
Road Agent would have to come before the Selectmen and make a request for addi- 
tional help. If we continue to add roads and developments we should have enough addi- 
tional revenue to cover the costs of this growth. Mr. Lord asked if all the developments 
would request that the roads be town roads. Selectmen Cardillo said he thought they 
would. Nancy Marashio, Chairman Planning Board, said that some of the developers 
have stated that they want the roads to remain private. Mrs. Marashio said that at a 
future date though, the homeowners could come before the town and ask for them to 
become town roads. She also stated that it would have to come before Town Meeting 
and we have the right to deny that request. Article 24 was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 25. To see if the town will establish the policy that all cemeteries in the 
town of Newbury shall be used for burial purposes only. Motion was made and second- 
ed to adopt Article 25 as read. Mr. Digilio stated that he asked for this Article to be put 
in. He said that previous selectmen and Health Officer allowed a filter field to be put in 
a cemetery. He felt that a sewer system should not be put in a cemetery. Chief Tinker 
said that at sometime someone will have to put all the Town ordinances in a book so 
that in the future when enforcement is needed they are all in one place. Article 25 was 
passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1.00 
for the purchase of a 1987 Winninghoff fire boat. Motion was made and seconded to 
adopt Article 26 as read. Discussion followed. Mr. Hague asked what it would cost to 
insure, maintain, house etc. Selectman Cardillo explained that because it was under 
$50,000.00 it would come under the policy as another piece of equipment and would be 
at no additional cost. Chief Thomas explained that it would be just gas and oil and 
would be maintenance free for a few years. It was asked about docking facilities and 
building housing for this boat. Chief Thomas explained that a dock would be built with 
volunteer help and donated supplies. He also stated that at the present time it fits in the 
firehouse during the winter. At a future date if the space isn’t available it could be 
covered and stored outside. Chief Tinker wanted to know why we are buying this for a 
dollar and who owns it. Mr. Wolf said that it was owned by the membership of the 
Newbury Fire Department. They raised the money and built it. Up until this year the 
town could not accept a gift. Now we have to vote on it. Nancy Marashio wanted to go 
on record as saying that New London and Sunapee should help support this boat. Mr. 
Wolf wanted to add that a considerable amount of the money was raised by the Town of 
Sunapee and New London and the Sunapee and New London Fire Department. He said 
it is a piece of equipment that we own and should maintain. We use New London’s lad- 
der truck and Sunapee’s Jaws of Life and do not contribute to the maintenance of 
these. Selectman Cardillo wanted to know if Bell Cove was the best place to be house. 
Mr. Wolf said it was due to response time and availability of day time coverage. Article 
26 was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 27. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to accept real 
estate of personal property: Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 27 as read. 
Article 27 was passed by a voice vote. 

ARTICLE 28. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting. Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 28 as read. 
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Mr. Potter explained how he and Tom had gotten a letter out in regards to the 50-50 
proposal. He urged all Newbury voters to get out and vote against this formula. He said 
how it was going to cost the Newbury people more for the school costs. He said we are 
already subsidizing because we are paying more for fewer students. He suggested that 
we stay at the meeting until the Article had been brought up again and defeated a se- 
cond time. 

Mr. Potter made a motion to adopt a resolution to encourage residents and voters to 
attend the annual school meeting for the purposes of addressing the change of the 
school formula. Motion was made and seconded to adopt the motion. Motion was pass- 
ed by a voice vote. 

Mr. Wolf made a motion that the Selectmen be authorized to sell the 1953 Ford fire 
truck at a public auction to the highest bidder and the monies go into the Fire Depart- 
ment Capital Equipment Reserve Fund. Motion was made and seconded. Selectman 
Wheeler asked if this was a truck to keep a hold of and refurbush. Chief Thomas said 
no not for fire department use. Motion was passed by a voice vote. 

Mrs. Sandeen wanted to know if we were subsidizing the boat business with the park- 
ing at the Information Booth. Chief Tinker explained that he had worked on it and the 
trailers were moved. 

Selectman Wheeler spoke of the transportation for School Meeting. 

Mrs. Eaton asked about the Personnel Committee Report. Selectman Cardillo said 
that the report had been given to the Selectmen and will be made available to the public 
at some point. The recommendations would be implemented in the next 30 to 60 days. 

A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting at 10:37 p.m. Motion was 
passed by a voice vote.
